ſttes Service, in an Expedition by Gods affiſtance intended for Canada, 
againſt the common Enemy, French and Indians. 
All Gentlemen Souldiers and Sea-men, that ſhall Liſt themſelves for the {aid 
Service, are deſired to enter their Names with ſuch perſons herein after Named, 
appointed for Muſter-Maſters in the ſeveral Regiments where ſuch Souldiers and 
Seamen dwell or have their Abode,and to be in readine(s to Randesvouz at fuch 
time and place as ſhall be aſſigned by the ſaid Muſter-Maſters reſpectively, the 
Souldiers to apptar compleatly Armed. 


And for Encourazement to perſons willingly to offer themſelves to ſaid Service, 
It is Ordered, | 
I. That the Pay of all Land Officers, and private Sentinels, ſhall be in alt 
Reſpects equal to what hath been already allowed to thoſe improved againſt the 
| Indian Enemy. ; 
 * 2. That the "Pay of all Sea Officere and Seamen ſhall be after the ſame 


Rate proportionably to what ſhall be paid unto them lately improved in the 
Port Royal Expedition. 


| \ ( T Herea the Honourable Sir W;iam Phipps, Knight, is appointed to take 


3« Beſides the ſtated pay, one juſt half part of all plunder taken from the 
Enemy ſkall be ſhared among, the Officers, Soldiers and Seamen. Stores of

4 IF it ſo happen ( which God forbid ) that any of ours fall in the Attempt, 
then what would rightfully have belonged to ſuch perſon or perſons if they 
had lived, ſhall be made good to their Widows and Children, and if none ſuch 
be, then to thoſe who have the next Legal Right» 

5 If any perſon be ſo wounded, as to looſe a Limb, or the uſe thereof, ſo as 
thereby to be diſinabled for bodily labour, further conſideration ſhall be had tg 
ſuch, out ef the part of plunder accruing to the Publick.
